Applicant notes that claims 13-16 and 33 are 
cancelled herein and respectfully requests that this rejection be withdrawn. 

Claims 1 1 and 12 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
AAPA as applied to claim 10 above, and further in view of Grubisich. Applicant notes that 
claims 1 1 and 12 are cancelled herein and respectfully requests that this rejection be withdrawn. 


Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 17-24, 34-38 and 40 were allowed. Applicant thanks the Examiner for the 
indication of allowable subject matter, and requests that the allowable claims be passed to issue.
